The meeting was called to order with Mayor Pro-tem Palmer presiding.

MR, JUNIQUS SCOTT, representing the P.T.A. of St. John's School, read a
letter asking that a swimming pool be installed at St. John's Playground. It
was stated that a swimming pool had not been contemplated. Mayor Pro-tem Palmer
stated this was a relatively new park, and that efforts were being made to deve-
lop them as rapidly as possible; and that there were some improvements set up
this year for this park. He stated this letter would be referred to the City
Manager, and he asked that Mr. Scott and his group contact the Recreation Direc-
tor and let their wishes be known to him.

. MR. W. S. BIRDWELL, JR., stated he initiated a letter asking to appear
before the Council regarding zoning of the City for emergency ambulances, and
asked that since the Council had postponed the hesring from last week, he would
like to ask that it defer the matter for another week. The hearing was reset
for February 9, 10:00 A.M.

"I have been thinking about refund contracts and working
out subdivision plats, and I am of the firm opinion that
if a subdivider or developer is not willing to cooperate
with the City, that I would not vote to go along with
other subdivisions until one particular problem is
cleared out. It is my own feeling, but it takes four
votes to carry an ordinance on the final passage, as I
understand. I - will vote for thisg so that we can get
it closed out. I feel we ought to be getting mere
cooperation. These things are interrelated even though
they are in entirely different subdivisions. The rela-
tions between the City and any one person are interre-
lated and should be considered. With that explanation
of my position, I move the final passage of this ordi-
nance."

The Council discussed the purchase of poles and accessories to tie in
poth Plants. Councilman Bechtol stated he did not like to see only one bid;
that either the specifications were too high, or something should be done to cut
out the one-bid propositions. The Director of Electric Utilities stated all
four companies made these poles, but they were not set up to make the poles
as high a8 was necessary. He said the specifications were open for anyome to
bid on.

to operate a private gasoline plant consisting of a 1,000 gallon tank and elec-
tric pump for the sole purpose of servicing his own motor equipment, and from
which no gasoline is to be sold, subject to the same being operated in com-
pliance with all the ordinances relating thereto, and further subject to the
foregoing atitached recommendetions; and the Building Inspector is hereby sutho-
rized to issue an occupancy permit for the operation of this private gasoline

"I, the underSLgned have considered the spplication of Frank Scarbrough for per-
mission to operate a private gascline plant consisting of a 1,000 gallon under-
ground tank and electric pump for the sole purpose of servicing Yheir own motor
equiprent and from which no gasoline is to be sold, upon property located on the
east side of Airport Boulevard, which property is designated as Lot 37, Duval
Heights in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas, and locally known as 5619
Airport Boulevard.

"This property is located in a "C" Commereial District and I recommend that this
permit be granted subject to the following conditions:

"(1) That the gasoline tanks and pumps shall be of an approved type and shall

"We, the undersigned, have considered the application of Tom E. Turner, for
permission to construct, maintain, and operate a drive-in gasoline filling sta-
tion and to construct commercial drivewsys in conjunction therewith upon the
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property located at the southeast cormer of the intersection of Guadalupe Street
and West 4Oth Street, which property fronts 212.50 feet on Guadalupe Street and
125.00 feet on West 40th Street, being known as a portion of Austin Rapid Tran-
sit Compsny Park of Hyde Park No. 2 in the City of Austin, Travis County, Texas,
and the property upon which this filling station is to be located is owned by
Tom E. Turner. We hereby advise that the following conditions exist.

"The property upon which this £illing station is to be located is designated as
oY Commercial Use District upon the zoning maps of the City of Austin.

"All drainage, natural or otherwise, from this filling station is to be disposed
of in euch & manner that such drainage will not flow across the sidewslk area
into the street, and furthermore, shall not create & nuisance to others in the
neighborhood. It is understood that the disposal of such drainage shall be en-
tirely the responsibility of the property owner. Any waste connection to a
storm sewer which empties into an open drainageway shall be discontinued, if the
waste becomes a nuisance or damages any property or rights of others in the
vicinity of the open drainagewsay.

“"We recommend that Tom E. Turner be granted permission to comstruct, maintain,
and operate said drive-in gasoline filling station and to comstruct curbs, ramps
and sidewalks in conjunction therewith subject to the following conditions.

“(1) That all buildings and equipment shall be placed inside of the property
line; correct lines to be obtained before construction starts or equipment is
installed. Lines and grades to be obtained from the Department of Public Works
for entrances and driveways; building lines to be approved by the City Building
Inspector. That the applicant shall confer with the Department of Public Works
as to future grades of the sidewalks and gutters on the adjacent streets before
he starts any construction relative to the filling station.

"(2) That only underground tanks shall be used, and that all pumps shall be so
located that it will be impracticable to service motor vehicles therefrom while
said motor vehicles are standing on any part of a sidewalk, street, or alley.

"(3) That the gasoline tanks, pumps, and all equipment used in connection with
the storage and handling of gasoline shall be an approved type and shall bear
the label of Underwriters Laboratories, Inc., and that all construction of the
£illing station improvements shell be in accordance with the Bullding Ordinance,
the Zoning Ordinance, the ¥illing Station Ordinance, snd in accordance with the
ordinance prohibiting the disposal of commercial water or oils upon the City
-Btreets.

"(4) That the grades of the station shall be such that no waste water or oils

or any floor washings shall ever pass over the City sidewalk area and that all
of said oils and water shall be concentrated into a combined grease and sand
trap which shall be constructed in accordance with our standard plan 2 - H - 146,

“(5) That 21l filling station improvements, pump islands, driveways, ramps,
gutters, sidewalks, and curbs shall be constructed of concrete at the expense
of the applicant as set forth upon the plan, hereto attached, which plan bears
- the Department of Public Works file number 2 - H - 1827.

"(6) Expansion joints shall be constructed as shown upon the plan, hereto attach-
ed, marked 2 - H - 1827 and shell be of the premoulded type.
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"(7) When the owner considers that he has compléed with all the requirements of
the City of Austin for filling stations, he shall apply for s final inspection,
and upon approval, the Building Inspector shall issue a Certifipation of Opera-
“tion before such filling station can be put into service.

Pursuant to published notice thereof, at 10:30 A.M., the Mayor Pro-tem
opened the hesrings on the following streets:

Rockmoor Avenue

Hickwan Avenue

Bailey Lane and Sundry other streets
Bluebonnet Lane and sundry other streets
Bennett Avenue and sundry other streets.,

MR. E. D. CARUTHERS, 4600 Red River, (Paving Contract 60-A-33, Unit 60.122)4
stated he sent in his check, but it was returned to him, as it had not been re-
ceived by the dead-line, and that his paving was put on an assessment basis, and
there was $76.00 additional due. He stated on two other occasions, his check had
been accepted, and he asked that this one be accepted. It was explained
to him about the assessment proceedings and additional cost. The City Attorney
asked if he had any objections to the paving of his street, and Mr. Caruthers
stated that he did not, but that he wanted it paved. The City Attorney asked
if he had no doubt that the paving of the street enhanced the wvalue of the pro-
perty, at least to the assessed cost of paving. Mr. Caruthers said, “Yes, but I
do not feel like paying an extra fee." He stated he did not see how a lien could
be put on a man's property before the street was put in.

MRS. ROBERT STAVINOHA appeared representing the property of Mrs. Tiemen,
1622 East Uth Street. She had a check returned, as it had not been received by
the deadline, and there was an $85.84 additional charge for the assessment. She
was unsware that there would be this difference. 5She stated she did not think
the paving would increase the value of the property at all. Mayor Pro~tem Pslmer
explained the paving policy to Mrs. Stavinoha. The City Attorney suggested that
the Council continue the hearing on this particular property, Unit 60.106f
(MRS. KATIE TIEMAN, Contract 60-A-25) for two weeks (February 16th) until
evidence on enhancement is presented and testimony heard. Mayor Pro-tem Palmer
announced the hearing was closed on Bluebonnet Lane and sundry other streets
with the exception of Unit 60,106f, assessment covering property of MRS, KATIE
TIEMAN under contract No. 60~4-25.

THEREFOR; FINDING AND DETERMINING THAT EACH AND EVERY
PARCEL, OF PROPERTY ABUTTING UPON SAID STREETS WITHIN
THE LIMITS DEFINED WILL BE SPECIALLY BENREFITED AND
ENHANCED IN VALUE IN EXCESS OF THE AMOUNT COF THE COST
OF SAID IMPROVEMENTS PROPOSED TO BE, AND AS, ASSESSED
AGATNST SAID ABUTTING PROPERTY AND THE REAL, AND TRUE
OWNERS THEREOF, AND LEVYING AN ASSESSMENT FOR THE
PAYMENT OF A PORTION OF THE COST OF IMPROVING SAID
STREETS WITHIN THE LIMITS DEFINED, FIXING A CHARGE AND
IJEN AGAINST ALL SAID ABUTTING PROPERTIES, AND THE REAL
AND TRUE OWNERS THEREOF, PROVIDING FOR THE ISSUANCE

OF ASSIGNABLE CERTIFICATES UPCON THE COMPLETION AND
ACCEPTANCE OF SAID WORK, THE MANNER AND TIME OR PAY-
MENT THEREOF, AND PROVIDING FOR THE MANNER AND METHOD

"In a.écord.a.nce with your verbal request, we bave made inquiries concerning merket
conditions for the disposition of the following equipment presently instslled and
owned by the City of Austin.

Number Turbine-Generstor Year
One (1) Genersl Electrie 2000 KW 1936
Cne (1) Allig-Chalmers 5000 KW 1922
One {1) Allis-Chalmers 7500 KW 1934

Cur sources indicate that there is 1little or no demand for mechines of the rating
and design of the 2000 KW and 5000 KW machines, since these machines are obsolete.
The design has been out of production for many yesrs and replacement parts are no
longer available. If they are moved in the near future, they provably would have
to be sold for scrap at an average of $15 to $20 per ton. The 7500 KW unit could
probably be sold in a reasonsble amount of time for $30,000 to $50,000, depending
on condition of the cylinder. The present open merket value of the 1929 Westing-
house 7500 KW unit whick has just been sold is approximetely $60,000.

Disposition can be made in one of the following ways:
1. Open bids to the City of Austin.

2. Advertising of the units by City of Austin and
negotiation with interested parties.

3. Release of units to several brokers for ssale on
percentage basis. :
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“l,., Release of units to one broker for sale on per-
centage bagis.

Depending on the time available, we recommend either solution 2 or solution 4.

If the City of Austin can hold the unite for some time pending receipt of sccept-
eble inguiries, solution 2 would preobehly realize & more advantasgeous price. It
is desired to move the units within 90 to 120 days, we recommend that they be
placed for sele with one relisble broker.

WHEREAS, the independent consulting engineers for the City of Austin, the
eity's Director of Flectric Utility, and the City Manager have all recommended
that said 1929 model, T500 KW Turbine No. 1 and accessories be sold now in order
to obtain the maximum salvage value for the same; and,

WHEREAS, the City Council hag determined that it has become inexpedient
to use said property in connection with its said system; Now, Therefore,

1. That the City Council finds that its 1929 model T500 KW Turbine Fo. 1
end its accessories hes now become obsolete to the electric system of the City of
Austin because of its relative inefficiency by comparison to the new equipment of

2. That in the judgment of the governing body of the City of Austin it
has become inexpedient to use said 1929 model, 7500 KW Turbine No. 1 and accessor-
iegs in its electrical system; angd,

3. That the best interests of the system will be served by disposing of

sald equipment now while the meximum salvage value can be derived therefrqgland
by depositing the proceeds so derived in the aonstructidgn fund of the Speel
